Moreover, Group n comprises apparatus claims for producing a coaling and 
Group III comprises single coating product claim, which are essentially equivalent to the 
method claims of Group I for producing a coating. It is believed that a different 
classification of the method and apparatus claims does not preclude inclusion of both 
form of claims in the same application. As stated in the decision of the Board of Appeals 
in " Ex parte McGowan. (64 U.S.P.Q. 429), " . . , different classification of apparatus ... and " 
a method ... do not appear to be pertinent to the question of division between such 
similar inventions as are covered by appellant's claims."
